Eyes of astronomers, as well as of I eighth of Jupiter's moons 
has lust 
star gagers among 
the ranks of the ; “swum within the ken” of the astrono- 
laymen, have been directed with spe- mers 
at 
cia! interest towards Jupiter cf late 
owing to tjie reported discovery cf the 
eighth satellite of 
the great planet 
whose 
history—in 
an astronomical 
rather than a mythological sense—is 
a marvel of scientific romance. There 
is probably no object in the heavens 
around which such rich associations 
cluster. 
It was the Jovian orb that 
presided over the first intimations of 
the speed of light in the days when 
Roe mer watched the eclipses of its 
moons. 
To Jupiter was directed the 
first telescope ever trained on the 
skies by an earthly astronomer. 
It 
fell to the lot of Jupiter to intervene 
in tho great struggle between rival 
theories of the world order and con­ 
nect itself forever with a most thril­ 
ling period in the history of science. 
Measured and weighed since then with 
all attainable exactness, it is known 
for observers to day as the planet cf 
colosssal 
dimensions 
and 
terrific 
speed, 
of 
numerous 
progeny 
and 
troubled countenance, 
yet it 
never 
shines without casting its luster away 
back toward the middle ages upon the j 
serene, indomitable and undying figure 
of Galileo. 
The surprising fact about Jupiter, 
so far as its moons are concerned, is 
that the planet was lost to astro­ 
nomical investigation for nearly 300 
years. 
In that time the telescope 
underwent 
enormous 
improvement. 
Herschel mapped the heavens with his 
great tube, and Lord Kosse s reflector 
at Parsonstown showed such light- 
gathering capacity that the star'Sirius 
shone in it “like a coach lamp.” Later 
still, with the introduction ’of ach ro ­ 
matic object lenses and advance in the 
art of glass making, the comparatively 
tremendous range and defining power 
of the modern 
refracting 
telescope 
were placed at the disposal of the ob­ 
server. The Lick instrument, with its 
clear width of three feet turned toward 
the night sky, seemed well nigh the 
limit of the investigating power which 
a.-,ronomers could hope to command. 
^ ct after all this advance and almost 
at the beginning of the twentieth cen­ 
tury Jupiter showed no more of her 
moons to the modern scientists than 
she had revealed nearly three cen­ 
turies before to the unpracticed eye 
and rude instrument of Galileo. 
The 
planet was Known in 1610 to have four 
satellites; in 1892 no sane astronomer 
expected to see any more. 
It was a 
comfortable provision, and the count 
seemed closed. Yet all this time there 
were seven, possibly 
eight, 
moons, 
though the fact was hidden from the 
world, just as magnetism had been 
hidden until Gilbert brought it into 
notice, and as radium was hidden until 
the Curies raised it from the dust. 
Jupiter was reserving his secret for 
some daring 
observer 
who 
should 
bridge the gap of nearly 300 years 
with a new discovery. The first chap­ 
ter of the revelation came in 1892, and 
the revealer was Prof. Edward Emer­ 
son Barnard of the Lick observatory. 
A southern man, who had already 
done excellent work in celestial pho­ 
tography, besides discovering a num­ 
ber of comets, he was one of the first, 
in the clear air of Mt. Hamilton, Cal., 
to turn the new 36-inch telescope to 
the planets. 
He wa3 doubtless eager 
to know what of new detail and phys­ 
ical construction the big glass would 
bring forth. 
Happening one Septem­ 
ber midnight to be examining the disc 
of Jupiter he glimpsed a tiny speck 
of light near the edge of the planet 
It soon became lost in the glare of the 
larger body, but the quest was re­ 
sumed on succeeding nights, and then 
the news was flashed to every Ameri­ 
can and foreign observatory ^hat Jupi­ 
ter had five moons. 
This unexpected 
and momentous discovery thrilled the 
astronomical world, but there were 
other surprises yet to come. 
Early 
in January, 1904, Prof. Charles Dillon 
Perrine of the sam* observatory—also 
a comet finder and expert in the study 
of eclipses—announced a sixth satel­ 
lite, the existence of which he had 
suspected in December of the previous 
year; and the observation was con­ 
firmed by experts at the United States 
naval observatory. 
In January, 1905. 
Prof. Perrine followed up his success 
by discovering a seventh satellite, and 
now what may turn out tv be the 


Greenwich observatory 
in 
England. 
The giant among the planets is just 
now excellently situated for observa­ 
tion, shining for some time in the 
western sky after sundown. Any small 
hand telescope will show' Jupiter much 
as it looked to Galileo—a plain, softly 
luminous disc, accompanied by one or 
more of the four moons, all of them 
sometimes visible at once, which were 
Iii st seen at Padua in the opening 
decade of the seventeenth century. 
As the size of the telescope is in 
creased, interesting detail makes its 
appearance. The most easily glimpsed 
features are the belts—lines of cloud­ 
like substance crossing the planet’s 
face north and south. 
The disc of 
Jupiter is also diversified by an oval­ 
shaped object which has never ceased 
to be an object of mystery, as well as 
wonder, to astronomers. 
Its extraor­ 
dinary size and hue have given it the 
title of “the great red spot.” Situated 
near the edge of the south belt, It Is 
sometimes 30,000 miles long by 7,000 
miles broad, extending over an area 
of about 200,000,000 miles. A blanket 
closely fitted everywhere to the sur­ 
face of the earth would not be large 
enough to cover this strange object 
on the face of Jupiter. Meanwhile the 
planet has other mysteries. 
Its sur­ 
face is fluent, and shifts to and fro in 
such a way that it has never been 
possible to determine the exact period 
of the planet’s diurnal rotation. 
The 
depth of Jupiter’s turbid and fluctuat­ 
ing exterior has been estimated by one 
observer at from 790 to 800 
miles. 
Some have suspected that, like Sat­ 
urn’s rings, the belts are whirling 
lines of meteors. 
There is much rea­ 
son to believe that part of the light 
that comes to us from Jupiter is the 
planet’s own. 
W hat, 
finally, 
of 
the 
satellites 
themselves? 
The early astronomers 
knew the first four, the Galilean 
moons, as lo, Europa, Ganymede and 
Callisto, and it i3 the magnitude and 
motions 
of 
these which 
are 
best 
known. With an average diameter of 
abouts,500 miles, their distances from 
Jupiter range from 112,500 miles to 
7,365,000 miles, and their periods of 
revolution around the 
planet 
from 
nearly l l hours to about 16 days, the 
fifth moving at about 16% miles a sec­ 
ond. The satellites are now numbered 
rn the order of their discovery, but 
their distances from Jupiter do not 
coincide with this order. 
The most 
recent estimates at Harvard college 
observatory give the arrangement as 
follows:

I he object recently 
observed 
at 
Greenwich, and supposed to be aD 
eighth moon of Jupiter, is still undei 
observation. 
For all but expert 
observers, pro 
vided with the largest telescopes now 
in use, the newly discovered moon? 
aro utterly beyond the reach of hu 
mau vision, and the astronomers whc 
have seen them may be counted 
o d 
the fingers of one hand. But the orig 
inal four which Galileo saw are easilv 
within the reach of the ordinary fielc 
glass or small telescope. 
The phe 
noraena they present are most Inter 
esting. 
Circling their primary at dif 
ferent speeds, they may sometimes bf 
seen equally, as well as unequally 
distributed with respect to Jupiter* 
occasionally the planet cuts them Id 
two, or has all four on one side. 
Now and then the satellites pas? 
behind him in their motions and arf 
“occulted;” they also move across hit 
face, the moon in transit casting it? 
black shadow on the planet’s disc. Th6 
fact that Jupiter shows a face 40 time? 
larger to the nearest of his compan 
ions than the moon does to the earth 
suggests something of the spectacle 
which the night sky would present to 
a dweller in the Jovian system. But 
that is another story.

It was not long after the resignation 
of Robert E. Lee from the United 
States army and the withdrawal of the 
Lee family from Arlington that the 
United States government took pos­ 
session of the place. 
The heights 
commanded Washing 
ton and their occupation by federal 
forces was loked upon as a military 
necessity. 
During the war camps and hospitals 
were scattered over that high country 
and on the Arlington estate. Men who 
died there were at the outset buried in 
the Soldiers’ Home cemetery in Wash­ 
ington. 
However, in 
the 
spring of 
1864 Gen. Rucker and Capt. James M. 
Moore reported that Arlington was a 
most eligible site for a national ceme­ 
tery, and Gen. Montgomery C. Meigs, 
on May 13, 1864, ordered that inter­ 
ment be made there. 
On that day a 
number of men who died in the Ar­ 
lington and surrounding hospitals were 
laid under the sod at Arlington. 
It is said that the first interment 
made at Arlington 
was that of the 
body of a confederate 
prisoner, L. 
Reinhardt, Twenty-third 
North Caro­ 
lina infantry, who died of wounds re­ 
ceived in battle. 
At the close of the civil war bodies 
were gathered from the battlefields of 
northern Virginia and from the old 
camp sites, and reinterred at Arling­ 
ton. 
The graves of Arlington have 
been growing in number till there are 
now about 30,000 of them. 
More offi­ 
cers of the army and navy are buried 
there than in any other cemetery, per­ 
haps in all other national cemeteries, 
in the United States. 
Soldiers and 
ex-soldiers and sailors have the right 
of burial at Arlington and beautiful 
grave sites are provided by the quar­ 
termaster’s department of the army 
for officers and their wives. 
Early in 1864 Arlington was ordered 
to be sold for taxes and the place was 
bought by the national government for 
a trifling sum. Mrs. Lee died in 1873 
without contesting the government’s 
title, but her son, George Washington 
Custis Lee, sued to have the sale set 
aside as invalid. The case finally was 
decided by the supreme court of the 
United States in favor of Lee. He then 
sold the estate to the government for 
$150,000. 
In the southwest part of the grounds 
are the graves of Custis, the builder 
of Arlington, and his wife. Over these 
graves are two marble monuments 
erected by their daughter, Mrs. Robert 
E. Lee. 
The memorial exercises held at Ar­ 
lington May 30 every year are Impos­ 
ing and impressive.

The Lick instrument, with its 


clear width of three feet turned toward 
the night sky. seemed well nigh the 
limit of the investigating power which 
astronomers could hope to command 
Yet after all this advance and almost 
at the beginning of the twentieth, cen- 
tury Jupiter showed no more of her 
moons to the modern scientists than 
she had revealed nearly three cen- 
turies before to the unpracticed eya 
and rude Instrument of Galileo. The 
planet was Known in 1610 to have four 
satellites, In 1892 no sane astronomer 
expected to see any more 
It was 


comfortable provision, and the count 
seemed closed 
Yet all this time there 


were seven, possibly 
eight, moons, 


though the fact was hidden from the 
world, Just as magnetism had been 
hidden until Gilbert brought it into 
notice, and as radium was hidden until 
the Curies raised it from the dust. 


Jupiter was reserving his secret for 


some daring observer 
who should 


bridge the gap of nearly 300 years 
with a new discovery The first chap- 
ter of the revelation came in 1892, and 
the revealer was Prof Edward Emer- 
son Barnard of the Lick observatory. 
A southern man. who had already 
done excellent work In celestial pho- 
tography, besides discovering a num- 
ber of comets, he was one of the first, 
In the clear air of Mt Hamilton, Cal, 
to turn the new 36-inch telescope to 
the planets 
He was doubtless eager 


to know what of new detail and phys- 
ical construction the big glass would 
bring forth. Happening one Septem- 
ber midnight to be examining the disc 
of Jupiter he glimpsed a tiny speck 
of light near the edge of the planet 
It soon became lost in the glare of the 
larger body, but the quast was re- 
sumed on succeeding nights, and then 
the news was flashed to every Ameri- 
can and foreign observatory lhat Jupi- 
ter bad five moons. This unexpected 
and momentous discovery thrilled the 
astronomical world, but there were 
other surprises yet to come. 
Early 


in January, 1904, Prof. Charles Dillon 
Perrtne of the sam<» ukservatory—also 
a comet finder and expert in the stady 
of eclipses—announced a sixth satel- 
lite, the existence of which he had 
suspected in December of the previous 
year; and the observation was con- 
firmed by experts at the United States 
naval observatory. In January, 1905, 
Prof. Perrine followed up his success 
by discovering a seventh satellite, and 
now what may turn out to be the 


eighth of Jupiter's moons has Just 
'swum within the ken" of the astrono- 
mers at 
Greenwich observatory in 


England 


The giant among the planets Is just 


now excellently situated for observa 
tion, shining for some time in the 
western sky after sundown. Any small 
hand telescope will show Jupiter much 
as it looked to Galileo—a plain, softly 
luminous disc, accompanied by one or 
more of the four moons, all of them 


first seen at Padua in the opening 
decade of the seventeenth century. 
As the size of the telescope Is in 
creased, Interesting detail makes Its 
appearance The most easily glimpsed 
features are the belts—lines of cloud 
like substance crossing the planet's 
face north and south. 
The disc ol 


Jupiter is also diversified by an o\al 
shaped object which has never ceased 
to be an object of mysteij, as well as 
wonder, to astronomers 
Its extrnor- 


dinaiy size and hue have given it the 
title of "the great red spot" Situated 
near the edge of the south belt, it Is 
sometimes 30,000 miles long by 7,000 
miles broad, extending over an area 
ot about 200,000,000 miles 
A blanket 


closelv fitted everywhere to the sur- 
face of the earth would not be large 
enough to cover this strange object 
on the face of Jupiter. Meanwhile the 
planet has other mjsteries 
Its sur- 


face is fluent, and shifts to and fro in 
such a way that It has never been 
possible to determine the exact period 
of the planet's diurnal rotation 
The 


depth of Jupiter's turbid and fluctuat- 
ing evterior has been estimated by one 
observer at from 790 to 800 miles. 
Some have suspected that, like Sat- 
urn's lings, the belts are whirling 
lines of meteors 
There is much rea- 


son to believe that part of the light 
that comes to us from Jupiter is the 
planet's own.

George Washington Parke Custis and 
Mary Lee Fitzhugh was Mary Ann 
Randolph Custis, who on June 30, 
1831, was married at Arlington to 
Lieut Robert B Lee, Engineer corps, 
U. S. A. Lieut and Mrs. Lee continued 
to reside at Arlington and on the death 
of her father, March 26, 1855, Mrs. Lee 
inherited the estate. It was the home 
of Robert E Lee and his family until 
April 22, 1861, when he left Richmond 
and it was on that day that Gov Letch- 
er and the convention of Virginia ap- 
pointed Lee commander-in-chief of the 
military forces of Virginia. 


It was in December, 3778, that John 


Parke Custis of Abingdon bought from 
Gerald Alexander 1,100 acres of land 
opposite Georgetown, now a part of 
the city of Washington.

called the new place Arlington in 
memory of the old Custis seat across 
Chesapeake bay. The Alexander fam- 
ily (hence the name "Alexandria")

of Robert E. Lee from 
the 
United 


States array and the withdrawal of the 
Lee family from Arlington that 
the 


United States government took pos- 
session of the place 


The heights 
commanded Washing 


ton and their occupation by federal 
forces was loked upon as a military 
necessity. 


During the war camps and hospitals 


were scattered over that high country 
and on the Arlington estate. Men who 
died there were at the outset buried in 
the Soldiers' Home cemetery in Wash- 
ington. However, in 
the 
spring of 


1864 
Gen. Rucker and Capt. James M. 


Moore reported that Arlington was a 


most eligible site for a national ceme- 
tery, and Gen. Montgomery C. Melgs, 
on May 13, 1864, ordered that inter- 
ment be made there. On that day a 
number of men who died In the Ar- 
lington and surrounding hospitals were 
laid under the sod at Arlington. 


It is said that the first 
interment 


made at Arlington was that of the 
body of a confederate 
prisoner, L. 


Reinhardt, Twenty-third North Caro- 
lina infantry, who died of wounds re- 
ceived in battle. 


At the close of the civil war bodies 


were gathered from the battlefields of 
northern Virginia and from 
the old 


camp sites, and relnterred at Arling- 
ton. 
The graves of Arlington have 


been growing in number till there are 
now abont 30,000 of them. More offi- 
cers of the army and navy are buried 
there than In any other cemetery, per- 
haps in all other national cemeteries, 
in the United States. Soldiers and 
ex-soldiers and sailors have the right 
of burial at Arlington and beautiful 
grave sites are provided by the quar- 
termaster's department of the army 
for officers and their wives. 


Early in 1864 Arlington was ordered 


to be sold for taxes and the place was 
bought by the national government for 
a trifling sum. Mrs. Lee died In 1873 
without contesting the government's 
title, hut her son, George Washington 
Custis Lee, sued to have the sale set 
aside as Invalid. The case finally was 
decided by the supreme court of the 
United States in favor of Lee. He then 
sold the estate to the government for 
$150,000. 


In the southwest part of the grounds 


are the graves of Custis. the builder 
of Arlington, and his wife. Over these 
graves are two marble monuments 
erected by their daughter. Mrs. Robert 
E. Lee.

A plan for a bungalow 24 feet wide 


by 48V& feet long exclusive of ver- 
anda is represented by this plan and 
elevation.

But it is by 
no means necessary to follow the 
same ideas all the time in building 
bouses. 


Each man is bis own best architect 


of his house as well as his fortune. 
He knows what he wants and must 
fit himself with 
a house 
and the 


grounds around It because each house 
and each garden should represent the 
ideas and ambitions of the owner. 
Each house should be designed and 
built to order, like a dress or a suit of 
clothes. 
You first look over the pat- 


tern sheets until you find the general 
design that suits you, then you order 
the materials according to the appear- 
ance and service that you expect 
from the clothes. 


In building a house, you first select 


the lot or building site, and right here 
is where your Individuality begins to 
assert itself. 
A. lot that would suit 


another would not do for you at all. 
It doesn't look toward the sun in the 
morning, you can't reach it by your 
favorite car line or 
you have 
no 


friends in that locality. 
The price 


tice work that will not only shade the 
front door, but provide a privacy that 
is very much desired and appreci- 
ated. 


A selection of heavy leaved vines, 


such as Dutchman's 
pipe,

vine or Virginia creeper, will make the 
screen into a dense sunshade, but If 
this is not wanted, select tie clematis, 
or some of the other lighter climbers.

But Prof. T. E. Thorpe 
reminds us that seldom In the history 
of science has any discovery, so mo- 
meutous in its results, been perfected 
and announced so quickly as Sir 
Humphry Davy's discovery

The suiprism? fact about Jupiter. 


so far as its moons are coaceined, is 
that the planet was lost to astro 
nomical investigation for nearly 300 
years 
In tnat time the telescope 


underwent 
enormous 
improvement 


Hersch-1 mapped the heavens with his 
great tube, and Lord Rosse's reflector 
at Parsonstown showed such light 
gathering capacitj that the star's lius 
shone in it ' like a roach lamp " Later 
still with the intiocluction 'of archro- 
matic object lenses and advance in the 
art of glass making, the comparatively 
tremendous range and defining power 
of the modern 
refracting telescope 


were placed at the disposal of the ob 
server 
The Lick instrument, with its 


clear width of three feet turned toward 
the night sky. seemed well nigh the 
limit of the investigating power which 
astronomers could hope to command 
Yet after all this advance and almost 
at the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury Jupiter showed no more of her 
moons to the modern scientists than 
she had revealed nearly three cen- 
turies before to the unpracticed eye 
and rude instrument of Galileo. The 
planet was Known in 1610 to have four 
satellites, In 1892 no sane astronomer 
expected to see any more 
It was a 


comfortable provision, and the count 
geemed closed Yet all this time there 
were seven, possibly eight, moons, 
though the fact was hidden from the 
world, just as magnetism had been 
hidden until Gilbert brought it into 
notice, and as radium was hidden until 
the Curies raised it from the dust. 


Jupiter was reserving his secret for 


some daring observer 
who should 


bridge the gap of nearly 300 years 
with a new discovery The first chap- 
ter of the revelation came in 1892, and 
the revealer was Prof Edward Emer- 
son Barnard of the Lick observatory. 
A southern man, who had already 
done excellent work in celestial pho- 
tography, besides discovering a num- 
ber of comets, he was one of the first, 
In the clear air of Mt Hamilton, Cal., 
to turn the new 36-inch telescope to 
the planets 
He was doubtless eager 


to know what of new detail and phys- 
ical construction the big glass would 
bring forth. Happening one Septem- 
ber midnight to be examining the disc 
of Jupiter he glimpsed a tiny speck 
oj light near the edge of the planet. 
It soon became lost in the glare of the 
larger body, but the quest was re- 
sumed on succeeding nights, and then 
the news was flashed to every Ameri- 
can and foreign observatory lhat Jupi- 
ter had five moons. This unexpected 
and momentous discovery thrilled the 
astronomical world, but there were 
other surprises yet to come. 
Early 


in January, 1904, Prof. Charles Dillon 
Perrine of the sam<» ubservatory—also 
a comet finder and expert in the stady 
of eclipses—announced a sixth satel- 
lite, the existence of which he had 
suspected in December of the previous 
year; and the observation was con- 
firmed by experts at the United States 
naval observatory. In January, 1905. 
Prof. Perrine followed up his success 
by discovering a seventh satellite, and 
now what may turn out to be the 


eighth of Jupiter's moons has Just 
'swum within the ken" of the astrono- 
mers at Greenwich observatory in 
England 


The giant among the planets Is just 


now excellently situated for observa 
tlon, shining for some time in the 
western sky after sundown. Any small 
hand telescope will show Jupiter much 
as it looked to Galileo—a plain, softly 
luminous disc, accompanied by one or 
more of the four moons, all of them 
sometimes visible at once, which were 
first seen at Padua in the opening 
decade of the seventeenth century. 
As the size of the telescope is in 
creased, interesting detail makes Its 
appearance The most easily glimpsed 
features are the belts—lines of cloud 
like substance crossing the planet's 
face north and south. 
The disc ol 


Jupiter is also diversified by an o\al 
shaped object which has never ceased 
to be an object of mysteij, as well as 
wonder, to astronomers 
Its extraor- 


dlnaiy size and hue have given it the 
title of "the great red spot" Situated 
near the edge o£ the south belt, it Is 
sometimes 30,000 miles long by 7,000 
miles broad, extending over an area 
ot about 200,000,000 miles 
A blanket 


closelv fitted e\er> where to the sur- 
face of the earth would not be large 
enough to cover this strange object 
on the face of Jupiter. Meanwhile the 
planet has other mjsteries 
Its sur- 


face is fluent, and shifts to and fro in 
such a way that It has never been 
possible to determine the exact period 
of the planet's diurnal rotation 
The 


depth of Jupiter's turbid and fluctuat- 
ing evterlor has been estimated by one 
observer at from 790 to 800 miles. 
Some have suspected that, like Sat- 
urn's lings, the belts are whirling 
lines of meteors 
There is much rea- 


son to believe that part of the light 
that comes to us from Jupiter is the 
planet's own. 


What, 
finally, 
of the 
satellites 


themselves7 
The early astronomers 


knew the first four, the Galilean 
moons, as lo, Europa, Ganymede and 
Callisto, and it Is the magnitude and 
motions 
of these which are 
best 


known 
With an average diameter of 


about-2,500 miles, their distances from 
Jupiter range from 112,500 miles to 
7,365,000 miles, and their periods of 
revolution around the 
planet 
from 


nearly 11 hours to about 16 days, the 
fifth moving at about 16% miles a sec- 
ond 
The satellites are now numbered 


in the order of their discovery, but 
their distances from Jupiter do not 
coincide with this order. The most 
recent estimates at Harvard college 
observatory give the arrangement as

The object recently

Greenwich, and supposed to be an 
eighth moon ol Jupiter, is still undei 
observation 


For all but expert observers, pro 


vided with the largest telescopes now 
in use, the newly discovered moon? 
are utterly beyond the reach of hu 
man vision, and the astronomers whc 
have seen them may be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. But the orig 
inal four which Galileo saw are easily 
within the reach of the ordinary fielc 
glass or small telesoope. 
The phe 


nomena they present are most inter 
esting. 
Circling their primary at dif 


ferent speeds, they may sometimes be 
seen equally, as well as unequally 
distributed with respect to Jupiter; 
occasionally the planet cuts them In 
two. or has all four on one side. 


Now and then the satellites pas? 


behind him In their motions and an 
"occulted," they also move across hif 
face, the moon in transit casting it? 
black shadow on.the planet's disc. The 
fact that Jupiter shows a face 40 times 
larger to the nearest of his compan 
ions than the moon does to the earth 
suggests something of the spectacle 
which the night sky would present to 
a dweller In the Jovian system.

Sltj Once the Home ol Robert E. Lee 


—Taken Poaseulon of by United 


State, at Outbreak of the 


Civil War. 


' Washington.—The story of Arling- 
ton is Interwoven with the story o] 
America. The beauty and the solemn! 
ty of that national necropolis make a 
touching appeal to the thousands of 
pilgrims that annually visit it. 


The builder of Arlington house and 


Its first occupant was George Wash- 
ington Parke Custis, adopted son of 
George Washington. 
The 
wife 
of 


George Washington Parke Custis was 
Mary Lee Fitzhugh of Virginia and 
this lady w,as the first mistress of Ar- 
lington house 
The 
daughter 
ol 


George Washington Parke Custis and 
Mary Lee Fitzhugh was Mary Ann 
Randolph Custis, who on June 30, 
1831, was married at Arlington to 
Lieut Robert E Lee, Engineer corps, 
U. S. A. Lieut and Mrs. Lee continued 
to reside at Arlington and on the death 
of her father, March 26, 18S5, Mrs. Lee 
inherited the estate. It was the home 
of Robert E Lee and his family until 
April 22, 1861, when he left Richmond 
and it was on that day that Gov Letch- 
er and the convention of Virginia ap- 
pointed Lee commander-in-chief of the 
military forces of Virginia. 


It was in December, 3778, that John 


Parke Custis of Abingdon bought from 
Gerald Alexander 1,100 acres of land 
opposite Georgetown, now a part of 
the city of Washington. The price 
paid was 1,100 pounds sterling 
He 


called the new place Arlington in 
memory of the old Custis seat across 
Chesapeake bay. The Alexander fam- 
ily (hence the name 
"Alexandria") 


had bought 6,000 acres of land, includ- 
ing Arlington, for six hogsheads of to- 
bacco from Robert Howson, who had

obtained the land from 
Sir William 


Berkeley, governor of Virginia, as a 
recompense 
for 
bringing 
immi- 


grants to the colony. 


It was not long after the resignation 


of Robert E. Lee from the 
United 


States anny and the withdrawal of the 
Lee family from Arlington that the 
United States government took pos- 
session of the place 


The heights 
commanded Washing 


ton and their occupation by federal 
forces was loked upon as a military 
necessity. 


During the war camps and hospitals 


were scattered over that high country 
and on the Arlington estate. Men who 
died there were at the oatset burled in 
the Soldiers' Home cemetery in Wash- 
ngton. However, In 
the 
spring of 


1864 
Gen. Rucker and Capt. James M. 


Moore reported that Arlington was a 


most eligible site for a national ceme- 
tery, and Gen. Montgomery C. Meigs, 
on May 13, 1864, ordered that inter- 
ment be made there. On that day a 
number of men who died in the Ar- 
lington and surrounding hospitals were 
laid under the sod at Arlington. 


It la said that the first interment 


made at Arlington was that of the 
body of a confederate 
prisoner, L. 


Reinhardt, Twenty-third North Caro- 
Ina Infantry, who died of wounds re- 
ceived in battle. 


At the close of the civil war bodies 


were gathered from the battlefields of 
northern Virginia and from the old 
camp sites, and reinterred at Arling- 
ton. 
The graves of Arlington have 


jeen growing in number till there are 
now about 30,000 of them. More offi- 
cers of the army and navy are buried 
Jiere than In any other cemetery, per- 
laps in all other national cemeteries, 


the United States. Soldiers and 


ex-soldiers and sailors have the right 
of burial at Arlington and beautiful 
grave sites are provided by the quar- 
termaster's department of the army 
for officers and their wives. 


Early in 1864 Arlington was ordered 


to be sold for taxes and the place was 
bought by the national government for 
a trifling Bum. Mrs. Lee died in 1873 
without contesting the government's 
title, but her son. George Washington 
Custis Lee, sued to have the sale set 
aside as Invalid. The case finally was 
decided by the supreme court of the 
United States In favor of Lee. He then 
sold the estate to the government for 
$150,000. 


In the southwest part of the grounds 


are the graves of Custis, the builder 
of Arlington, and his wife. Over these 
graves are two marble monuments 
erected by tbeir daughter. Mrs. Robert 
E. Lee. 


The memorial exercises held at Ar- 


ington Hay 30 every year arc Impos- 
ng and Impressive. 


WOULD ABOLISH CONSTITUTION. 


Chicago University Professor Declares 


It Is Behind the Times. 


Chicago.—A revolutionary 
revision 


of, or even the abolition of the con- 
stitution of the United States was ad. 
vocated by Prof. Charles Zueblln of 
the University of Chicago at the re- 
cent annual banquet of Psl Tjpsilon 
alumni. His topic was "The Funda- 
mental Fallacy of Our Government." 


Next to the foolishness of our Instl 


tutions, he viewed with disgust the 
lack of intelligence of the electorate, 
declaring that the average Swlai 


ferdsman is "thousands of feet above 
the average American college gradu 
ate or business man In political Intel 
llgence." 


"We have a habit of proudly apply- 


ing to ourselves a phrase about 'gov 
ernment of the people, for the people 
by the people,'" said the speaker 
"We really think that It applies to us. 
We think that we elect our president, 
but we do not. We think we are gov- 
erned by a congress which we elect. 
In realit3r we elect the members of a 
pleasure club which meets in Wash- 
ington and selects a speaker. 
Czar 


Is a modest, inadequate term to apply 
to the speaker of the house. 


"Then there is the senate 
The sen- 


ate will be soon elected by popular 
vote 
But why should they be elected 


at all9 The senate is a sort of verm- 
iform appendix to the body politic, 
in short, we are the most hide bound 
unthinking people that ever were so 
conceited as to attempt self govern- 
ment " 


He prophesied the coming of woman 


suffrage, and declared that wyi'kmg- 
men now are practically as much dis- 
franchised as women. 


Prof Zueblin urged home rule and 


the referendum as an eighteenth cen- 
tury document that by its Influence 
is keeping our laws in the same cen- 
tury. He advocated Its radical revi- 
sion or its abolition and the substi- 
tution of an unwritten constitution, 
such as England works under.

toy 48H feet long exclusive of ver- 
anda Is represented by this plan and 
elevation. This Is an unusual bunga- 
low design, because it is so long in 
proportion to the width. But it is by 
no means necessary to follow the 
same ideas all the time in building 
houses. 


Each man Is his own best architect 


of his house as well as his fortune. 
He knows what he wants and must 
fit himself with 
a house 
and the 


grounds around it because each house 
and each garden should represent the 
ideas and ambitions of the owner. 
Each house should be designed and 
built to order, like a dress or a suit of 
clothes. 
You first look over the pat- 


tern sheets until you find the general 
design that suits you, then you order 
the materials according to the appear- 
ance and service that you expect 
from the clothes. 


In building a house, you first select 


the lot or building site, and right here 
is where your individuality begins to 
assert itself. 
A lot that would suit 


another would not do for you at all. 
It doesn't look toward the sun in the 
morning, you can't reach It by your 
favorite car line or 
you have 
no 


friends In that locality. 
The price 


tice work that will not only shade the 
front door, but provide a privacy that 
Is very much desired and appreci- 
ated. 


A selection of heavy leaved Tines, 


such as Dutchman's 
pipe, trumpet 


vine or Virginia creeper, will make the 
screen into a dense sunshade, but If 
this is not wanted, select tne clematla, 
or some of the other lighter climbers. 
The appearance of a house like thie. 
is improved very much by the addi- 
tion of a few climbers and a llttla 
shrubbery properly placed. There al- 
ways has been a pleasing sentiment 
attached to a vine-covered cottage, « 
sentiment that is as old as architec- 
ture, but just as effective to-day as It 
was before we commenced to chase 
the dollar as we do now. 


The arrangement of this bungalow 


is architecturally correct, 
The front 


parlor is so built that it may be shut 
off from the living rooms. In extreme 
cold weather* this room may be aban- 
doned without interfering with the 
comforts of the family. 
The fire- 


place is the only means of heating 
this room, and it is the only means 
necessary, because It is an extra room 
and would naturally be treated a* 
such. 
The two chambers and bath- 


room being on one side of the house 
and opening off from the dining-room 
and kitchen, may be kept warm and 
comfortable in the coldest weather, so 
that the little house is complete with 
the parlor closed off. 


If in after years It Is decided to put 


a cellar under the house and to heat 
with a furnace, the plan Is still a good 
one. A very small 
furnace 
would 


may not suit or the lot may not tally 
up with your ideas in regard to either 
size or shape. You may be prejudiced 
against a narrow lot, or you may want 
a narrow frontage extending well 
back to give you room for a good gar- 
den in the rear, at the same time 
saving the heavy expense of street im- 
provements in front of a wide lot. 


All these things have to be taken 


Into consideration at the very first, 
but in this case we will suppose that 
you have selected a long, narrow lot, 
and wish to utilize it to the very best 
advantage by building a long, narrow 
house like this, and at the same time 
you wish to work In all the essential 
features, the conveniences you want 
and the neat, attractive appearance of

the property when the house Is fin- 
ished. 


The entrance to a house of this size 


and shape should always be at the 
side, otherwise you must have a long 
hallway which is not desirable In any 
habitation. Besides the convenience 
Inside, an entrance way of this kind 
may be made more attractive from the

when 
the 
ap- 


proach Is made by a veranda. 


This la the aide of the bouse where 


you want the walk which extends 
bacH to Uie Kitchen porch. Between 
this walk and the front veranda there 
will be a atrip of ground two or three 
feet wide, extending back to the din- 
ing-room bay. 
This la the proper 


place for a few flowers and climbing 
Tir.es to screen the veranda. By mak- 
ing the ground rich almost any cJlmb- 
•a will soon crow Into a tiling tot- 


make this house comfortable, and you 
have the fireplace in the front room 
for chilly days in the fall and spring 
as well as for extra cold weather in 
winter. 


Now that the bungalow Idea Is be- 


coming so fashionable, this long, nar- 
row style is being favorably consid- 
ered. It Is the only way of getting a 
roomy one-story house on a narrow 
lot, and it is a very satisfactory way 
when the house is properly built and 
nicely finished up, which, of course. 
Includes the lawn. 


The cost, probably, 
would reach 


$1,500 or $1,600 In most localities out- 
side of large cities, and It can be very 
satisfactorily built for this amount of 
money by using stock sizes of doors, 
windows, moldings, sash, etc., such 
as every dealer In building supplies 
carries continually in stock. 


Swift Discovery. 


We are apt to think that It la only 


in recent years that scientific discov- 
ery has become so accelerated that Its 
announcements make people catch 
their breath. 
But Prof. T. E. Thorpe 


reminds us that seldom In the history 
of science has any discovery, so mo- 
mentous in its results, been perfected 
and announced so quickly as Sir 
Humphry Davy's discovery 
of the 


metals potassium and sodium by the 
action of electricity upon solutions of 
potash and soda. On October 19, 1S07, 
he got his first results; on November 
19 he astonished the Royal society 
with a masterly account of their com- 
pletion. When he saw the new metal* 
appear In shining globules, and than 
take ore, he danced about the floor la 
ecstasy. But recovering his self-com- 
mand, within one month he had ob- 
tained most of the loading facts known 
to-day about the physics and chemis- 
try of the alkaline metals. 
What a 


pleasure for Davy, and what an ad* 
vantage for science, it he could be 
alive now!
